Thij -guide provides a current and descriptive listing of selected spe- 
cial educati<jH(|*riodicals, and reflects the variety of perspectives and 
concerns that exist in the field. It identifies, describes, and catego- 
rizes relevant sources' of information that address the multidisciplin- 
arY nature of special education. The guide will prove useful to special 
education teachers, regular edutators working with mainVtreamed 
students, school administrators, resource center personnel, research- 
ers, and students, and will assist those starting'or building specialized

audience, and is not overly technical or theoretical in nature. "Prac- 
tice" Indicates material that is "how-to" in nature, bther descriptors 
include: research, .theory, and issues^ v r - 

Section Two, the Subject Index, groups the periodicals alpha- 
betically by major subjects covered. All subject .headings assigned in 
this section are cross-referenced. to the entries which appear in the 
title section. The user is advrsefl'to* consult Section One for inforrns^ 
tion on individual titles, and Section Two for identification of perF 
odicals regularly covering specific topics. '
